opened the door to painless cancer 
therapy

fectiveness? The reports from the 
other side of the Iron Curtain al 
the Institute Manfred von Ardenne 
in Dresden suggest that this East 
German scientist who helped the 
Russians develop their A bomb 
may have worked out a way to 
produce 
a 
biological 
chain 
reaction inside the human body 
which destroys tumors 


MvA'a first step in building a 
biological anti-cancer bomb was 
to capitalise on two facts long 
known about cancer tumors they 
must exist with a very small blood 
supply compared to normal tissue, 
and cancer cells die at heat levels 
normal cells can't survive The 
blood supply condition is one of the 
reasons that chemotherapy and 
radiation are harder on the nor 
mal cells than the cancerous ones 
For radiation to be ootimally 


effective in destroying tissue, 
oxygen is needed, but oxygen is 
supplied by the blood (so un 
fortunately it follows that there it 
leas oxygen around cancerous 
cells than health ones) In like 
manner chemicals introduced into 
the blood stream to fight tumors 
have a difficult time reaching the 
cancerous tissue but have easy 
access to healthy tissue. 


This explains why the doctors 
are mire adept at kilting their 
patients 
than 
their 
patients' 
cancers It also suggested to von 
Ardenne a way a number of dtf 
farent kinds of cancers might be 
treated Ute heat The system of 
blood • circulation, among other 
things, works like the cooling 
system in an automobile engine. U 
is possible to kill cancer cells with

Remembering 


Werner von Braun 


The death of German-Amencan 
rocket scientist Werner von Braun 
earlier this week takes from the 
American scene the man who was 
largely responsible for the success 
of the American space program 
and made the landing of men on 
the moon possible 


It is ironic that this same man 
who did send the first men into 
space, was also largely respon­ 
sible for the rockets which fell on 
London (hiring the clos mg days of 
the Second World War. 


Von Braun came upon the scene 
when the world was going through 
vast scientific changes. He was 
among a tiny group of men who 
pioneered 
rocketry 
and 
the 
rockets which he designed were 
used both in war and peace 
When the Soviet Union stunned 
the world with the success of their 
sputnik satellite, von Braun and 
numerous other western scientists 
went to work to make sure that the 
west did not stay behind long 
Out of those efforts came the 
Jupiter 
rocket 
which 
helped 
propel the Explorer One rocket 
into space. With that launching 
America firmly set it’s course 
toward the stars. 


One of the interesting facets 
about von Braun s life was that his 
mother got him interested in 
astronomy and would point out the 
stars to him in the evening In fact, 
von Braun’s fascination with the 
stars was so pronounced that his 
parents gave him a telescope 
when he was confirmed 
He 
graduated 
from 
the 
University of Berlin after only two 
years at that school. During the 
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11130's he began to experiment with 
rockets and worked with several 
German scientists 


Named as chief of a small rocket 
development center near Berlin 
during the HOO S, he went to work 
for the German government That 
project 
was 
later 
moved 
to 


Peenemuende where the German 
V I rockets were developed The 
rocket program which von Braun 
developed naturally attracted the 
attention of both American and 
Russian military men 


When the German Third Retch 
collapsed, von Braun and more 
than IOO of his colleagues decided 
to surrender to the advancing 
American army rathar than go 
with the Russians who were 
rounding up German scientists at 
the end of the war 


Von Braun, with many other 
German scientists, came to the 
U S 
and began work on the 
American rocket program 
His 
involvement 
with 
the 
space 
program lasted until 1972 when he 
retired .from NASA. 


But even in retirement von 
Braun remained as active as ever 
promoting space. Concern about 
lagging public interest in the 
space program prompted von 
Braun 
to 
tell 
former 
Vice- 
President 
Nelson 
Rockefeller 
lately 
that 
an 
active 
space 
program was essential for the 
nation to retain its technological 
leadership in the world. 


lf von Braun had fallen into the 
hands of the Russians instead of 
the Americans, it is quite possible 
that history would be quite dif­ 
ferent today.

It would be nice if there was an 
easy answer. Unfortunately, there 
isn t.

countries do) are complex lf not 
carried out carefully, "reform" 
might be anything but.

Setting Cigarette Standards 


More than 89,000 Americans will 
die this year of lung cancer. 
These statistics are rather stark 
and shocking But they are not 
new It has been more than a 
decade since the U.S. Surgeon 


General determined that cigarette 
smoking was dangerous enough to 
health to warrant placing a 
warning to that effect on all 
cigarette 
packs 
sold 
in 
this 
country. 


That action-combined with all 
of the scientific findings and at­ 
tendant publicity given to the 
dangers of cigarette smoking 
8UH has not helped. More people 
are smoking today than ever 
before, and a large precentage are 
young people 


Clearly, it is not enough to 
merely warn and then sit back and 
wish lf we are to be successful in 
curbing cigarette smoking, then I 
believe that our efforts must in­ 
clude a more comprehensive and 
effective 
health 
education 
program, targeted to reach the 
nation’s young people, as well as 
broader governmental authority 
to control the levels of tar and 
nicotine in cigarettes. 
At the very least, I believe the 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) 
should 
be 
given 
the 
statutory authority to set the 
maximum 
levels of tar and 
nicotine in cigarettes 
It has 
always struck me as a great irony 
that the FDA whose mandate it is 
i 


to protect the consumer from 
unheal in tui products, does not 
have 
the 
legal 
authority 
to 
regulate 
tobacco products 
or 
cigarettes 


I intend to introduce legislation 
to give the FOA this authority in 
the very near future. 


Several 
Nobel 
Prize-winning 
scientists recently testified before 
the 
Senate 
Subcommittee 
(rn 
Health that if we are to be suc­ 
cessful in reducing the hazard 
posed by cigarettes, we must 
direct our attention more toward 
developing a mechanism to reduce 
the 
harmfulness 
of 
what 
is 
smoked. I think the best way to 
accomplish this objective is by 
allowing the FDA to do its job in 
regulating the levels of harmful 
substances in cigarettes. 
Another effective 
means to 
reduce consumption of cigarettes 
with high levels of tar and nicotine 
is to place a graduated federal 
excise tax on cigarettes containing 
above average amounts of these 
highly toxic chemicals. I am co­ 
sponsoring legislation which will 
establish such graduated tax and, 
hopefully, encourage smokers to 
consider the increased health 
risks of highly toxic cigarettes and 
to switch to less hazardous brands. 
This legislation, along with Die 
bill I plan to introduce to give the 
FDA 
increased 
authority 
to 
regulate tar and nicotine levels, 
will go a long way toward reducing 
the hazards inherent in cigarette 
smoking But at the same time, I 


believe one of the most important 
components of any serious effort 
to reduce smoking among the men 


and women of this nation must 
focus on an effective anti-smoking 
education program aimed at our 
nation’s young people. 


The greatest challenge is that of 
preventing children and teenagers 
from acquiring the smoking habit. 
There is clearly a demonstrated 
need for additional studies to 
determine the most effective way 
to get the anti-smoking message 
across to young people, as well as 
for corollary studies to determine 
the most effective medium for 
carrying that message, and the 
appropriate age level at which to 
direct that message. 


It is my intention, as a member 
of the Senate Labor, HEW Ap­ 
propriations 
Subcommittee, 
to 
make sure that those programs 
which have the potential to create 
a comprehensive health education 
system throughout our country’s 
schools are fully funded and 
operational. I believe the only way 
to make truly effective inroads in 
reducing the number of smokers is 


by catching them before they 
start. Thus, we must move now to 
direct a larger share of our efforts 
at young people and combat the 
strong impact of peer pressure 
with the cold, hard and persuasive 
facts about the immediate and 
long-range dangers of cigarette 
smoking.
